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Midnight shift okayed 
for sewer construction

Wilmington officials chastised 
Jay Tighe and his contractors this 
week for their poor public re- 
lations with neighbors in the Lake 
Street area as the developer sought 
selectmen's permission to run 
pile-driving equipment between 
midnight and 5 a.m. at the Lake 
Street bridge. In the end, the board 
voted four to one to allow work to 
resume February 26, provided 
proponents inform neighbors with- 
in a 300-foot radius about the work 
and offer to house them at a nearby 
hotel for the duration, The only 
dissenting vote was cast by Chair- 
man Bob Doucette, 

The. work, said proponents, is 
necessary to bring a sewer line 
from Grove Avenue under the 
railroad tracks to the Hopkins 
Street site of the Shawsheen 
Commons affordable housing 
project, Engineer Daniel McCarty 
said there was about 300 feet of 
sewer pipe left to install. In 
addition, another seven or eight 
days is needed to put in a 
dewatering well and pump water 
on a continual basis, in addition to 
other work. However, McCarty 
said the rest of the drilling should 
be finished in one night, 

McGarty:..explained Amtrak 
would only give permission to 
work under the tracks from 
midnight on because there is less 
train traffic at that time. He said he 
was. as much a "victim" as 
neighbors, who called police about 
the noise last Thursday night. 
Town Manager Michael Caira 
confirmed-he-stopped-the-drilling 
after receiving complaints that the 
noise was disturbing residents as 
far away as Moore Street. Caira

also told Tighe he needed 
permission from selectmen to 


continue because the noise was 
creating a "nuisance." According 
to contractor Michael Crowley, no 
neighbors were informed ahead of 
time that the equipment would be 
in operation late at night. 

"I personally have a problem 
with letting anybody work from 12 
midnight in a residential area," said 
Doucette. 

Other officials in attendance said 
if the neighbors had been informed 
at the outset, proponents might 
have avoided coming before the 
board. 

"I think the PR(public relations) 
here is terrible, dreadful," said 
Arthur Smith, chairman of the 
water and sewer commission. He 
noted the lack of effort to gain 
neighbors’ support reflects on his 
board, and added, "I don't like it." 

Building Inspector James Russo, 
who is overseeing the construction 
of the 220 units, pointed out public 
relations between the contractors 
and town officials is "very lax." 

Selectmen tried to find an 
alternate solution to the problem. 
Doucette suggested only working 
on weekends but was told Amtrak 
wouldn't go along with this idea. 
Robert Cain suggested lodging any 
residents, who feel impacted by the 
noise, in a local hotel. Tighe agreed 
to the suggestion, 

McCarty urged the board to 
allow him to speak to neighbors the 
next day and finish the drilling that 
night. In return, he promised to 
make~"a~good faith effort" to 
minimize future impacts. 

McCarty and Tighe explained 
they were under pressure to finish

Ainsworth Road project 
hits another roadblock 


Developer Robert Corey 
received a second major setback in 
a week when the Mass. Dept. of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) 
denied his appeal of a Wilmington 
Conservation Commission denial. 
The DEP issued a superseding 
order of conditions ruling against 
Corey's proposed industrial sub- 
division off Ainsworth Road at the 
junction of Rtes. 93 and 125. 

Last Tuesday, the Wilmington 
Planning Board rejected the 
subdivision plan submitted for 
Corey by engineer Paul Lindholm. 

In a letter dated February 20, 
Sabin_Lord Jr, DEP regional 
engineer for resource protection, 
wrote that his department was 
denying the project for a number 
of reasons. Among them were the 
lack of information telling how the 
proponent would protect the water 
supply and fisheries and wildlife 
habitat, and means of preventing 
storm damage, pollution, and 
floods on the property. Under re- 
gulations governing the Wetlands 
Protection Act, Lindholm had 40 
days to submit the requested 
information before a superseding 
order could be issued. He failed to 
do so. Besides denying the project, 
Lord also warned that no activities 
subject to the Wetlands Protection 
Act can be undertaken on the site. 
Corey now has the option of 
appealing the DEP decision, said 
Lord. 

According to Wilmington's 
Conservation Administrator Eileen 
Chabot, "this is just about the worst 
possible denial you can get." She 
said the written decision contains 
“no hint of approvals" in it. She 
explained while Corey docs have 
the right to now appeal the decision 
and obtain a judicatory hearing, 
this would be difficult because he 
would need to base his appeal on 
"good grounds." Chabot added the

DEP decision, coupled with the 
planning board's recent decision to 
deny the project, will put Corey 
back to "square one." 

"Both boards (planning and 
conservation) have pretty much 
taken a strong stand against the 
project. Mr. Corey now has the 
option of reworking his plan," 
Chabot said. 

Corey aquired the property in the 
early 1960's as tax title property 
after the land had been worked for 
gravel during the construction of 
Interstate 93. The only means of 
access to the land is Ainsworth 
Road, which is an old railroad bed, 
The width of the road was one 
factor in the planning board denial 
of the plans. 


The site is near the Brown's 
Crossing wellfield, which serves 
the the town's principal source of 
water, 

Corey has made several attempts 
to develop the property. At one 
point, he was running a building 
wrecking business on the land. In 
the 1970's, town officials disco- 
vered a garage on the site for 
which there was no building 
permit. 


"Our Town" 
coming to our town 


Corey filed suit against the town 
for $5 million, also naming as 
defendants several landowners on 
the other side of Route 125, 
claiming that they had flooded his 
land. That suit has never been 
settled, but is not moving forward. 

The town has claimed title to a 
triangular piece of land to which 
Corey also claims title. To rubber 
stamp its claim, the town at one 
point received town meeting 
approval for an eminent domain 
taking, although that taking was 
never exercised. 

Both Chabot and Conrad Ger- 
hartz of Andover Street-claim the 
town should find a way to obtain a 
triangle of land between Wobum 
and Andover streets that falls in a 
Zone I area. Both say this would 
afford the best aquifer protection 
since the parcel lies in a sensitive 
area, In addition, they both favor a 
rezoning of the site to a residential 
zone to put the land under tighter 
town control. 

Gerhartz has spearheaded a move 
to rezone the land from general 
industrial to R60. He has submitted 
a petition article to do just that for 
the April town meeting.

School 
budget 
cut $329k

A total of $329,693 was cut from . 
Supt. William Fay's proposed 
$13.6 million budget on Saturday 
as members of the Wilmington 
School Committee began making 
reductions to bring in a bottom line 
figure of $12.7 million for fiscal 
1992. 

According to Chairman Dr. Shir- 
ley Callan, her board deliberated 
almost three hours to make initial 
cuts in the budget. The biggest cut 
was $150,000 fram the special 
needs contingency fund, a reserve 
fund that pays for out-of-town 
tuition and transportation. Dr. 
Callan said it would be up to the 
special education director to make 
the cuts as he sees fit. 

In addition, the board cut 
$43,000, which is the salary of the 
administrative assistant, The assis- 
tant will be retiring after this year. 
One of her jobs is to act as clerk for 
the school committee, 

The board also cut the following: 
the central office account ($5,000); 
an industrial arts position at the 
high school ($44,183); an industri- 
al arts position and a home econo- 
mics teacher in the middle schools 
($80,043); and an English as a 
second language tutor ($7,006). 

Though members discussed 
cutting $40,716 from the Student 
Body Activities Fund and $68,728 
from the high school's physical 
education department, they decided 
not to take that step at this time, 
The $40,716 is the salary of the 
coordinator of the business school 
partnership. According to Dr. 
Callan, the committee voted four to 
three to keep the position’ for now 
to see if it could be funded by the 
extended day care. program, The 
board also discussed cutting two 
physical education teachers and 
discontinuing gym in the eleventh 
and twelfth grades, The chairman 
said the decision was tabled for 
further clarification to sce if cut- 
ling the program would impact on 
graduation requirements

Protection urged for 
Shawsheen wetlands

The Shawsheen River wetlands 
are considered a national priority 
and one of 48 sites in Massachusetts 
that warrants protection " because 
of their value, scarcity, and vul- 
nerability," according to Ronald 
Lambertson, regional director of 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. 
Other sites include the Pine Ri- 
ver-Lynn Harbor; the Merrimack 
River; Parker River Marshes; and 
marshes in Newbury, Rowley, and 
Ipswich, 

In a report sent to Conservation 
Administrator Eileen Chabot last 
week, Lambertson said "I urge you 
to take steps to protect one or more 
of the wetlands listed in this plan.” 
The plan lists a total of 850 sites in 
the Northeastern United States 
which the wildlife service feels 
should be saved or acquired for 
conservation-purposes.-According. 
to Chabot, the Department of 
Wildlife, Fisheries, and Law 
Enforcement and members of the 


Massachusetts Riverways Program 
hope to create a kind of green belt 
out‘of the sites to protect them 
from any kind’ of development. 
The 850 sites fall under the federal 
Emergency Wetlands Resources 
Act, which became law in 1986, 
added Chabot. 

The administrator said she was 
"shocked" to find the Shawsheen 
River wetlands on the list, 
especially since it's the only site 
listed in Wilmington. Currently, 
the only project slated to abut the 
Shawsheen River is the 220 unit 
housing development known as 
Shawsheen Commons, This project 
was approved by the town and is 
already under construction, Chabot 
said it was "too bad" the informa- 
tion wasn't forwarded to the town 
earlier, 

"If we had gotten this infor- 
mation-at the time; we-could-have 
used it against Shawsheen River 
Estates (Commons)," she said. 


Police explore

In conjunction with the town 
manager, the Wilmington Police 
Department is looking into a 
program to get employees to use 
their allotted vacation and personal 
days each year in order to save the 
town money. 

Police Chief Bobby Stewart told 
the Wilmington Finance Commit- 
tee Tuesday, because of a “low 
level of funding," police personnel 
have been encouraged to carry 
over their vacation and personal 
days. This policy hasn't always 
been to the town's advantage, he 
said, and is now becoming “a 
future liability we cannot afford." 
The best solution to the problem, 
according to the chief, is to buy 
back vacation days. 

Chief Stewart was present Tues- 
day to review the town manager's 
recommended $2,011,904 police 
department budget for fiscal 1992. 
He told fincom members "we're in 
one of those years when we're 
trying to survive with a level 
funded budget." 

In the salary account there is 
funding for two lieutenants, six 
sergeants, 32 patrolmen, and two 
clerks. Chief Stewart said there are 
really only 31 patrolmen since one 
vacancy will not be filled until the 
end of the fiscal year. He added that 
an internal adjustment will be made 
to reduce the number of sergeants 
by one and increase the number of 
lieutenants by one. This move will 
go into effect in October. 

Chief Stewart said, while less 
speeding tickets were issued this 
year because enforcement efforts 
concentrated on detour roads in- 
stead of main streets, and revenues 
from fines are down, there was one 
Positive note. He said auto acci- 
dents have been reduced to the 
1986 level, largely because of 
preventive measures taken16 keep 
drunk drivers off the road.

School committee votes | 
against closing schools

There will be no school closings 
in Wilmington at this time judging 
from a decision made by members 
of the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee. Despite an uncertain budget 
picture for fiscal 1992, commit- 
teemen assured over 70 parents last 
Wednesday they did not favor 
closing schools to save money. 
"Good management practice says 
to consolidate, I don't want to close 
any school," said Phil Fenton. 
Others echoed his words. The 
committee voted six to one not to 
consider school closings at this 
time. Chairman Dr. Shirley Callan 
cast the dissenting vote. She said 
while she, too, favored no closings, 
her vote was really a vote against 
any reconsideration of the issue at a 
later date. 
Supt. William Fay had submitted 
five plans to reduce next year's 
school budget to a bottom line 


figure of $12,671,488. Three of 
those plans propose closing either 
the Wildwood Elementary School, 
the North Intermediate School, or 
both, Committeemen opposed the 
closings because they felt’such’a 
move would put an "undue burden" 
on the three elementary schools by 
increasing class size. Parents 
claimed closing schools is only a 
temporary solution to the budget 
problem and such action would do 
away with the neighborhood school 
concept. 

The rest of the meeting was de- 
voted to a discussion of individual 
priorities to reduce the budget. 
Most of the members said their top 
priority is the classroom teacher. 

"I'm not in agreement with 
cutting one teacher from one 
classroom.” summed up Andrea 
Paglia. 

There was some consensus on 


where the cuts should come. A 
majority of the board said they 
would favor cutting contingency 
funds for special education, the 
salary of the coordinator of the 
business school partnership, and 
reducing or eliminating the 
reading director's position, They 
also opposed hiring any new staff 
next year including a new cur- 
riculum director. 

Peggy Kane urged the board to 
retain school tutors who, she said, 
save borderline students from 
falling under the umbrella of 
special education. Dr. Callan said 
one area she would target to save 
money is the transportation 
account. Aldo Caira said his top 
priority was a well-rounded 
education for each student. This 
would include saving the after 
school activities and athletics 
program, 


WTA agrees to impact bargaining 


Members of the Wilmington 
Teachers Association have agreed 
to meet with representatives of the 
school committee March 7 at 4 
p.m. in response to a request to 
impact bargain. According to 
School Supt. William Fay, this 
should not be interpreted as 
coming to the bargaining table to 
negotiate a salary freeze. 

Town Counsel Alan Altman, who 


is also attorney for the school 
committee, told this paper he sent a 
letter to the WTA’ last week 
requesting the session. Beverly 
Shea, WTA secretary, reportedly 
wrote a letter back agreeing to the 
meeting. Altman explained, by 
law, the unit has little choice but to 
agree to impact bargaining since 
WTA members elected not to 
re-open their contract and there 
are insufficient funds in the budget

It really means a lot to 
me since you could have selected 
from the thousands of other special 
servicemen and women serving 
here now, In addition, it is even 
more honorable and heartwarming 
to know you're all from my 
hometown. I guess, it just proves 
Wilmington is a special place to 
live, 

_I loved all of your beautifui 
Valentine cards you sent me. After 
I read them all, it brought a big 
smile to my face Later, I. hung 
them up on the wall near my 
bedside for everyone to see. I must 
Say, you all deserve A+ grades for 
your efforts and ability, Also, I 
appreciate the photos some of you 
attached to the cards. I plan to do 
the same when I can find one of 
myself to send to you. 

I'd imagine you're all wondering 
what I do in the military, I've been 
trained to fly B-52s in the United 
States Air Force (USAF). The 
B-52 is a bomber that drops bombs 
very precisely, My job on the 
bomber is to defend the aircraft 
and my crew members from 
surface-to-air (SAM) missiles and 
anti-aircraft artillery. There are 


six men.on the bomber; two pilots, . 


two navigators, one electronic 
warfare officer (that's me) and one 
tail gunner, My title on the bomber 
is Electronic Warfare Officer, 
otherwise called "E-W" for short. 
I'm sure you're all wondering 
what a B-52 looks like. Well,when 
I get photos I'll send one along to 
you: Nevertheless, let metry to 
describe it to you, It's about 170 
feet long by 196 feet wide - you can 
play frisbee on top of its wings. It 
weighs approximately 488,000 
pounds, almost more than all the 
students in the Wilmington School 
System. It can carry 51 bombs and 
has the ability to carry any kind of 
missile in the Air Force inventory. 
As you can tell, it’s a big airplane. 
The Air Force nick-named this 
bomber. "Buff" for Big Ugly Fat 


Fellow, because it's sort of ugly 
100. ; 

T've been flying B-52s for seven 
years, but the B-52 has been flying 
since 1957, It's as old as I am, 
which is really old, My crew and I 
are flying missions out of a place in 
the middle of the Indian Ocean, 
Diego Garcia. We fly about 5,000 
to 6,000 miles on each mission, 
long enough to fly from Boston to 
San Francisco and back again’each 
time! 

During this war, I've flown a few 
bombing missions in and around 
Iraq. It's dangerous and scary some 
of the time, but sometimes we have 
fun to ease the tension and 
nervousness. The last time we flew, 
several anti-aircraft artillery and 
missiles started to blow up around 
us; my pilot decides to say "Hey, 
guys it's the 4th of July in 
February." We, fortunately made 
it back to safety without getting hit. 

As you may have seen lately, the 
war has been mostly a bombing air 
campaign against President 
Saddam Hussein's army and 
airforce. We've been flying a lot to 
restrict his military's ability to 
fight. On our bombing missions, 
we try very hard to avoid”hurting 
innocent people and children and 
we believe we have done that well. 
For your understanding, this war 
isn't about hurting Iraqi people or 
destroying their military. It's about 
the freedom of Kuwait and its 
people from an unjust takeover by 
Saddam Hussein. I think everyone 
here in the war believes that we're 
doing the right thing. 

Some of you asked me what 
schools I've been to and my 
favorite teams. Well, here's a little 
of my background. I began in 
Shawsheen Kindergarten School in 
an old school house that used to be 
across the street from the 
Shawsheen School. I then went to 
elementary school at the Glen Road 
School, Boutwell School and 
Wildwood School. Later, I went to 
the West Intermediate and then 
Wilmington High School. I must 
admit, the Wilmington teachers are 
the best around. They truly deserve 
a lot of credit for my education and 
beliefs, I can tell you, school was a 
lot of fun, but it requires a lot of 
work and determination, I hope all 
of you have as much fun as I did in 
school.

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Engineering can prevent errors

Large pyramidal tombs, prepared 5000 years ago for the 
tulers of Egypt were construction wonders. Blocks of rock 
were cut from quarries many miles away and transported by 
barges on the River Nile. Today the modem tourist can look and 
marvel, Everything fits, perfectly. 

Aquaducts, prepared by the ancient Romans may be found 
today not. only in Italy, but in France and Spain and other 
countries. They were constructed’ for the-purpose-of-moving 
supplies of water from the country to the cities of that day. The 
tourist of today can look and marvel. 

Engineering was important in those days. It is important 
today. Engineers are the people who prevent errors from 
occurring in many aspects of today's society. 

Large and tall structures are engineering marvels, Highway 
systems, railroads and airports depend on the sciences of 
engineers. 

The Water and Sewer Department of the Town of Wilmington 
has always, had amengineer on its boardsever since the day it was 
formed,.in 1926.Alden.N, Eames was the firstengineer..He was 
an engineer for the old Boston Elevated. Today's engineer is 
Noel Baratta, an engineer for the Boston DPW. Like many 
officials of Wilmington he serves without pay. 

Any project proposed for the water or sewer system of 
Wilmington has to be approved, in an engineering sense, before 
construction is started. In addition to having an engineer as one 
of the commissioners the board has an engineerifg firm on 
retainer, to advise on any proposed work. 

Disapproval by the engineers means disapproval of any 
proposed project. That is a record in which the people of 

+ Wilmington can take some pride. 

In nearby Tewksbury, several years ago a map showing the 
water mains of Whipple Road showed a six-inch water main 
connected at one end to an eight-inch main, and at the other end 
to a four-inch water main. 

It is (or was) a trivial case. It never happened in Wilmington. 

No engineer, it can be said, had ever approved of such a plan. 
Possibly the map no longer exist, nor, maybe does the water 
main. In the intervening years there was a probable lack of 
efficiency in that water main. 

Currently there are two fairly large "affordable housing" 
proposals in Wilmington. "Affordable housing" projects can be 
forced into a town under a state law known as Chapter 774. 

The law is somewhat complex. It can tum zoning bylaws“ 
upside down. The state Housing Appeals Committee can issue a 
"comprehensive permit" to project proponents which will allow 
the builder to bypass the zoning regulations in the planning of a 
project. 
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Wilmington resident Jay Tighe is one of the two proponents. 
His project is widely known to Wilmington residents as 
Shawsheen Commons, located off Hopkins Street. 

Investors Management Group (IMG) is the other proponent. 
In Wilmington it is proposing a large "affordable housing’ 
project northeasterly of Arlene Avenue, in an area of 
Ballardvale Street. 

As a part of the sewer construction program of Wilmington, 
the-town-built_an interceptor sewer, and then private firms 
constructed sewers for Ballardvale Street, for industrial 
purposes. There was no cost to the town for the privately built 
sewers. The entire project was approved by water and sewer 
department engineers before construction began. 

IMG proposed to connect its sewer mains to the interceptor 
sewer that services Ballardvale Street. The Water & Sewer 
Department informed IMG that the sewer was not engineered to 
handle the sewage from a development such as IMG proposes. 

IMG, as far as is known, never visited the commissioners. 
“The commissioners in*their/planning,-had proposed. asewer 
Mair foftte’cast’part of Wilniington,'to Sérvé-ttany residenfial’ 
areas. It was a project to be done in, maybe, half a dozen years. 

IMG was told that it could build that sewer. If it wished to, it 
could start immediately. IMG refused. 

Instead it proposed what one person has labeled a "short 


circuit." The money which Wilmington had spent in preparing a 
competent plan could be thrown away while IMG took control 
and changed the plan. 

Tighe and the commissioners were able to work together, 
engineering a sewer that Tighe is building, to service his project 
as well as the Shawsheen School. 

IMG and the engineers were deadlocked because the engineers 
refused to throw away their plans. 

The state Housing Appeals Committee (HAC) handed down a 
decision in favor of IMG, ruling that IMG may connect to the 
Ballardvale Street sewer. 

Town Counsel Alan Altman will argue the case in court for 
Wilmington on or about March 15. 

Are the engineering plans for a town's sewer department a 
part of the town's zoning by-law? Can the engineering plans be 
dictated by a court? 

Meanwhile, it can be noted, General Electric has promised a 
gift of $1 million to start construction for that sewer main for 
the east part of Wilmington. IMG, possibly, might find it 
convenient to assist in what is a masterly sewer plan, rather than 
to fight. 

Like Tighe, others should be able to plan with town engineers.

Of course not, its unthinkable and it should be. 

The use of any term that is derogatory to an ethnic group should 
not be used to describe a sports team, particularly a school team. 
The student government at the high school should address this issue 
to see if the tradition that allows us to slur an ethnic group is 
appropriate.

Democrats on Beacon Hill are still trying to figure out how 
to handle their first Republican chief executive in over a 
decade and thus far they've shown ample ineptitude in playing 

the media relations game, ‘ ‘ 

The old regime is engaged in class warfare attacking 
Governor Weld's Yankee background and financial wealth, 
forgetting the fact that former Governor Dukakis had a 
million dollar trust fund. ; 

In common political jargon we'd call this recent strategy'a 
crock, but maybe its the best card the battered state 
Democratic party can play. 

Weld won the election. More than half the voters didn't give 
a hoot, wisely so, about the guy's checking account or the color 
of his American Express Card. Post election Joe Public is 
probably content with Weld's reorganization plans, and may 
view the proposed furlough of state workers as the next best 
thing to bombing Saddam Hussein's Baghdad bunker. 

But Steve Grossman thinks he's got a real issue here. The 
new chairman of the Democratic State Committee said the 
Weld agenda smacks of favoritism to the wealthy. "We want 
to come together and work with the governor whenever 
possible to gé¥ out of this crisis mode", said Grossman, "But 
we won't back off from our commitment to making society 
work for working people.” 

Was the Democratic leadership working "for working 
people” after one and a half billion in tax increases last year? 

Grossman contends that Weld's effort to repeal the 
professional services tax law (a sacrifice of $170 million in 
potential revenues) is proof of the "favoritism to the wealthy". 
“He's doing things that tend to benefit a more affluent part of 
our society, but I'm not going to comment on his motives and 
his own level of income", said Grossman. "I think that Bill 
Weld has a constituency up there made up of a lot of people in 
the business community who are more affluent people who 
would benefit in a meaningful way from some of his initiatives 
such as repeal of professional fees", he said. 

Meanwhile, the Democrats are assaulting Proposition 2-1/2, 
a God sent to "working people", and trying to double the 
excise tax on automobiles, all in the middle of a ion, 

Weld said he will oppose any assault on the integrity of 21/2 
and could not be expected to side with an excise tax hike. 

The Democratic leadership just doesn't get it. Bill Weld is 
popular because he deserves to be. 

"I think the people understand that Bill Weld inherited a 
massive problem from the Democrats and that they are routing 
for him to try and get the state straightened out", said Charlie 
Manning, a leading Republican political consultant. Manning 
believes that state Democrats have read the book written by 
their national party leaders. "When the Democrats are 
desperate and out of new ideas to solve the problems they 
create they go back to the old class warfare syndrome", he 
said. 

Manning said the National. Democratic Party used this 
Strategy when Jirnmy Catter was fighting for his political life 
-against Ronalgt Reagan, It didhvt work, but since thei it's beb 
a last ditch strategy at vari els of politics. 

Manning pointed to Democratic leaders as the real "quiche 
eating" crowd at the State‘House that rarely sides with working 
people. "You have to wonder if Charlie Flaherty was so § 


# concemed about the poor when he was sitting with the lobbyist 
at the Celtics luxury box that the State Ethics Commission just 


fined him for. The Democrats as usual talk out of both sides of 
their mouths", said Manning. 
Briefly in politics... 

State Representative Rob Krekorian (R - Reading) 
made his maiden speech on the House floor Tuesday as he was 
pegged by the Republican leadership to bring fee control 
authority back to the Legislature. In 1988 the House and Senate 
acquiesced to Governor Dukakis power to raise state fines and 
licensing fees by $221.8 million. 

Gubematorial fees and fines control was due to expire June 
31 but Governor William Weld has proposed that he retain 
control. 


In a political twist the Democrats on Ways and Means have 
endorsed Weld's proposal while the Republicans have broken 
ranks with the administration. Krekorian refers to Article 23 
of the state constitution forbidding that fees be"levied under 
any pretect" without the consent of the "representatives in the 
Legislature". 

Krekorian's amendment, is sure to please Citizens for 
Limited Taxation (CLT), which endorsed his election last 
year. "The fee authority should be shared by both branches of 
government", said CLT Executive Director Barbara 
Anderson.

Local aid cuts spell 
losses in jobs, services

»Governor William Weld is 
ing a. 10 percent cut in local 
aid for fiscal 1992. If passed into 
Jaw. these cuts could result in the 
loss of 40 to 50 jobs and local 
$ervices in Wilmington. 
} Wilmington Town Manager 
Michael Caira-says that cuts in local 
aid would result in reductions in 
tsonnel and services. On the 
pther hand, if local aid is level 
funded. and town employees agree 
to a pay freeze "Wilmington will 
do just fine.” 
“Local aid funds make up 15 
rcent of Wilmington budget. 
The 10 percent local aid cut 
franslates into a $500,000 loss to 
‘Wilmington. Currently local aid is 
granted to cities and towns on a 
‘need-based system without any 
‘restrictions on how it is spent. 
‘Executive Director of the 
‘Massachusetts Municipal Associa- 
ition, Sheila Cheimets says that the 
‘Proposed cuts amount to over $300 
‘million which is much more than 
the 10 percent cited by the Admin- 
istration. She predicts that the cuts 
will be made, "We're banging on a 
stone wall. Although we will keep 
banging." 

Cheimets is supportive of the 
mandate changes the Governor is 
proposing but those are not 
enough. "We need a whole spec- 
trum more. This is not optional it is 
a matter of life and death, Either 
don't make these cuts or guarantee 
100 percent revenue replacement." 
Revenue replacements would come 
from increased lottery revenues by 
adding a new game and through 
changes in state mandated 
programs. 

Cheimets suggests abolishing the 
annual municipal census, extending 
pensions from 40 to 50 years to 
decrease monthly payments,and a 
switch from weekly to biweekly 
payroll. The MMA has targeted 
about,30-more. mandated. program 
changes it hopes the Governor will 
adopt. 

According to Buzz Stapczynski, 
former Wilmington Town Man- 
ager, and President of the 


Massachusetts Municipal Associa- 
tion, even though local aid would 
not be cut until 1992, the effects 
Pi be felt now in planning. 
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By popular demand we'll del 
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Local aid reductions will mean 
layoffs. "The towns are in very 
difficult financial shape as it is. 
There is no new growth revenue. 
Fees and fines are down, all 
categories of revenue are down," 
said Stapezynski. The only way to 
deal with such excessive revenue 
reductions paired with the loss of 
local aid would be cuts in the labor 
force. 

Caira is more optimistic. While 
private industries are laying off 
people and asking employees to 
take paycuts,he hopes to avoid both 
in Wilmington with pay freezes. 
Caira is asking people to sacrifice 
this year and look at the situation 
with compassion. "It makes no 
sense to give out $1.2 million in 
raises at the expense of 40 or 50 
people when each of those people 
translates into 40 or 50 families." 
Caira says Wilmington can save 
jobs and offer quality service by 
holding the line on pay raises. "The 
town cannot continue to sustain 
generous pay raises in the face of a 
downsized economy." 

If local aid is cut, whick Caira 
says is unlikely, Caira proposes to 
generate the lost revenue with a 
revision of the automobile excise 


tax. He would raise the per vehicle 
minimum from $5 to $50. His 
analysis shows "that revenue would 
increase by 45 percent and would 
make up the local aid difference." 

The $500,000 loss of local aid 
would be absorbed by the local 
school department and municipal 
departments equally. Superin- 
tendent of Schools, William Fay 
says "I face a $919,000 shortfall 
now, an additional 10 percent 
would mean $250,000 more." 

Fay said, "In my opinion, our 
forefathers knew what they were 
doing when they gave school 
systems autonomy. Since the 
passage of Proposition 2 1/2 we've 
lost autonomy." Any additional 
cuts would certainly mean cuts in 
personnel. Currently Fay has 
proposed a one time $100 per 
student, $150 per family athletic 
fee and the liquidation of all 
coaching positions except head 
coaches. The School Committee 
will decide on these cuts at this 
week's meeting. 

According to Fay at this point 
cutting the budget is like "picking 
apples off a tree, you pick here and 
you pick there."

previously in other local pub- 
lications. Ms, Glasheen, the former 
editor of another local publication, 
was the primary force behind 
earlier one-sided, slanted articles. 
People should be able to rely on a 
free and objective press. A 
journalist should not be as con- 
nected to a story as Mr. Sowyrda 
showed Ms. Glasheen to be. Factual 
inaccuracies, defamatory innuendo 
and the omission of relevant 
information create news, not 
report it. 

The real conflicts of interest of 
which the people of Tewksury 
should be concerned are, to 
mention a few: the self-proclaimed 
government watchdog who has 
obstructed every attempt by local 
authorities to investigate the illegal 
storage and disposal of hazardous 
materials on his property; the 
appointment of a public official by 
the Board of Selectmen, despite 
evidence that that same person, 
who was previously a member of 
the board to which he was recently 
appointed, had less than a 20 
percent attendance record over a 
given period and moved out of 
Tewksbury for a period of some 16 
months while still serving on the 
board previously; and, the alleged 
violations of the Massachusetts 
Open Meeting Law by some town 
officials when they gather pri- 
vately to discuss government issues 
and policies, These are the very 
real and dangerous issues which 
face the people and the Town of 
Tewksbury. It will take solid, 
experienced leadership, versed in 
many areas of local government, to 
pull us through these very difficult 
times. The private political agendas 
of some very self-centered officials 
and residents must and should not 
be a priority of local government, 
as they have been for the last 
several months. 

Finally, although on the whole I 
believe that the Town Crier has 
been much more objective and fair 
concerning Tewksbury govern- 
ment-than-have-most other news 
sources, I do have a criticism of the 
Town Crier for printing what 
amounts to an unofficial endorse- 
ment of David Leblanc through 
Mr. Comtois' letter to the editor. If 
it is to be the policy of the Town 
Crier to permit such endorsements, 
it should also be the policy that any

Bruce questions 
water, sewer rates 


Interceptor Sewer Project led one 
selectman Monday to question wa- 
ter and sewer rates in Wilmington, 

Selectman Chester Bruce told 
Arthur Smith, chairman of the 
water and sewer commission, he 
had received several phone calls 
from irate residents complaining 
about high water and sewer rates, 
Bruce said he didn't "appreciate" 
the new sewer project because 
some of the cost would be passed 
on to’homeowners in the form of 
betterments. Under town regula- 
tions, once the sewer line*is 
constructed, everyone who abuts it 
has to pay for it whether they use it 
or not. Bruce also said he didn't 
like the idea of paying more to the 
Massachuetts Water Resources 
Authority than other towns, 

Smith explained the MWRA 
"arbitrarily" established sewer 
discharge rates. 

"It's an unbalanced system and 
that's how the MWRA was set up. 
It's unfair and it should be 
straightened out," he said. Smith 
added Wilmington is being charged 
almost twice what other com- 
munities are because it doesn't buy 
water from the MWRA. 

When Selectman Robert Cain 
asked if the town could refuse to 
pay the authority's bill, Smith 
explained, if Wilmington does, the 
state would take the payment out of 
local aid. Several times Smith 
referred to the MWRA as "a 


monster that's out of control." He 
said it was up to state legislators, 
who created the agency, to control 
the MWRA and the rates, } 
Smith went on to point out, i 
contrast to the sewer rates, Wit 
mington’s water rates are the 
lowest in the area, He said these are 
based on the ongoing rehabilitation 
of the town's water system. The 
chairman maintained Wilmington's 
water supply is probably the best in 
either Middlesex. County or in 
Massachusetts and, unlike water 
supplied through the MWRA, it 
meets all standards for potable 
drinking water. 

Smith pointed out one big fear is 
the possibility of nitrates getting 
into the groundwater. He said on- 
site septic systems are not the best 
solution because they can fail and 
introduce chemicals, like nitrates, 
into the town's drinking water. 
Smith explained nitrates are not a 
problem at this time but such a 
problem could develop very 
quickly. The most effective way to 
remove nitrates from drinking 
water is through a charcoal 
filtration system and not through.a 
water treatment plant, said Smith, 

Bruce said, in the interest of 
keeping residents informed about 
where their money is going, Smith 
should include a flyer in the next 
water bill outlining improvements 
being made to the local water 
system. Smith agreed to the 
suggestion. 


Tewksbury kindergarten 
registers March 11-15 


Registration for all children who 
will enter kindergarten in 
September 1991 will take place at 
the Loella F. Dewing, North 
Street, Heath Brook and Louise 
Davy Trahan Schools Monday 
through Friday, March 11 through 
March 15 from 9:30 to 11:30 a.m, 
and 12:30 to 2 p.m. The Loella F. 
Dewing, North Street, -Heath 
Brook and Louisé Davy Trahan 
schools will be open for 
registration Thursday evening, 
March 14 from 7 to 9. 

In order to be eligible for 
kindergarten a child must be five 
years of age as of August 31, 1991. 
A birth certificate or proof of age 
must be submitted before a child 
enters school in September. 

No child will be admitted to 
school without a certificate of 
immunization, It is strongly re- 
commended that parents at the time 
of registration take records 
indicating the dates immunization 
was completed. Certain immuni- 
zations are required and must be 
completed by the first day of 
school. 

The required immunization for 
students entering kindergarten are: 

1, Diptheria, tetanus and pertussis 
(DTP): a total of four or more 
doses. 

2. Oral polio vaccine: three basic 
drinks, plus one booster one year 
after the third drink. (On entering 
kindergarten all children who have 
completed the primary series of 
oral polio vaccine should be given

a_single. boosterdose,-all-others 
should complete the primary 
series), 

3. Measles, mumps, rubella 
(MMR): One shot after 15 months. 
(measles, mumps and rubella are 
usually combined into a single shot 
administered as one shot), 

4. A small pox vaccination is no 
longer required or recommended, 

Public Health Regulation 
10SCMR 460,000 - Lead Poisoning 
states that..."no child may enter 
kindergarten without first 
providing screening, for| dead 
poisoning.” 152 tant 

Although a child may be refused 
admission to school if he/she does 
not meet the immunization 
requirements, it is not intended that 
any child whose parents comply 
with the intent of Chapter 161, 
(Mandated Immunization Require- 
ments) should be excluded from 
school even for a single day. A note 
from a private physician or town 
clinic indicating that required 
immunizations have been started is 
evidence of such compliance. 

In order to determine the needs 
of your child, it may be necessary 
to contact your doctor if the 
immunizations were administered 
by a private physician. Additional

“Ten years ago a ttichlorothylene 
(TCE) problem was discovered in 
“the East Wilmington - North 
‘Reading area near the then General 
‘Blectric plant. North Reading's 
“new Stickney Well had to be shut 
‘down because TCE is a cancer 
“causing agent, 

General Electric has since sold 

‘4he property to Ametek, but in the 
“purchase and sale agreement, GE 
“agreed to pay for a new septic 
‘system, The septic system has the 
‘potential to send pollution down- 
Stream to the Reading water 
Supply. 

The Massachusetts Department of 
‘Environmental Protection (DEP) 
‘has ordered that General Electric 

“pay for a new sewer system for the 
‘plant, which is now owned by 
‘Ametek, The construction must 
‘start in about a year. GE can either 
spend $1.25 million for an on-site 
‘septic system, or pay the town $1 
million toward a new sewer, 
"If the Wilmington Commission- 
ers can raise more money they can 
‘have a sewer constructed which 
would solve many problems in East 
Wilmington, 

But timing is critical. If GE hits a 
deadline and builds an on-site 
system, the million-dollar offer 
dies, If the MBTA installs a second 
set of tracks on the Haverhill divi- 
sion, costs increase, If Lowell 
Street is rebuilt, it cannot be dug up 
for five years. The commissioners 
are hoping to raise enough money 
from private interests to enable 
them to go forward with the sewer 
now. One pledge received is from 
the nursing home proposed for 
West Street, By paying the town 
$150,000, the nursing home could 
avoid having to build a septic 
system. 

The sewer would start at Ford- 
ham Road and Concord Street, go 
northerly to Park Street, and then 
westerly to Woburn Street. It 
‘would ‘cross near’ the ‘Woburn 
Street School. It would cross 
Marcia Road and North Street and 
go southeasterly along the 
Haverhill Division of the railroad 
track, to go along Grant Street to 
Federal Street. 

A sewer along Kenwood Avenue 
would, at its end, reach over to 
connect with West Street at 
Kilmarock,and then drain over to 
Perry Avenue at Woburn Street. 

‘Then it would drain along Lowell 
Street to the Maple Meadow Brook 
and across country, through 
Textron (Avco) to the Boston & 
Lowell Railroad. It would then 
drain into the principal sewer 
main, going toward Boston,

Two areas are 
shown near Burlington Avenue and 
Chestnut Street, one being near the 
Middlesex Canal and the other in 
the area of the former Fred 
Roberts home. Also to be noted is 
the area along Ballardvale Street, 
privately constructed. 

The present construction of Jay 
Tighe, along Lake Street, is not 
shown. After servicing the Shaw- 
sheen Avenue School it will be 
constructed to service his proposed 
housing off Hopkins Street. 

After construction of the East 
Wilmington sewer, as it has been 
described, the Commissioners 
could extend it to many nearby 
areas. It could for instance be 
extended to West Street, and along 
Federal Street. 

It could also be extended into 
Hathaway Acres, up Andover 

Street, and along Salem Street, etc. 

All that the commissioners need 
is money, and they hope a lot of 
that will be donated.

Neighbor network 
offers safe 
environment 


A 16 year old boy, upset by the 
fighting that goes on within his 
family, wants to run away from 
home. A 12 year old girl, the 
victim of her father's abusive 
behavior, cries, "I've got to get out 
of here!" 

Depressed. Alone. Hungry. 
Scared. Sick. This is how the teens 
seeking shelter with Neighbor 
Network feel on a day to day basis. 

Where can these troubled teens 
turn? Who can offer them a safe, 
supportive environment? You can, 
as a host parent through the 
Council of Social Concern's 
Neighbor Network program. 
Community “host parents~provide- 
temporary shelter from one to 45 
days for teens 11-18 who are at 
risk of abuse or neglect, are 
runaways or “throwaways,” or 
need a respite from an acute family 
crisis. 

"Successful host parents with our 
program come from diverse 
backgrounds and have been 
working couples, single parents, 
traditional families, singles and 
senior citizens, All you need is an 
extra bed, an open mind, and an 
open heart." said Melissa McGrail, 
Neighbor Network Counselor. 
© Host families are licensed as 
foster parents and receive monthly 
training in teen-related issues, 24 
hour support from the Neighbor 
Network staff, and a daily stipend.

these communities. McGrail 
reported that last year 96 teens 
needed shelter, but had no home to 
take them due to the lack of host 
families, She said that this number 
is expected to increase in the 
coming months. 

The goals of Neighbor Network 
are to provide community based 
care to teens in crisis; to reduce 
child abuse and neglect; and to be a 
resource on teen issues to other 
community agencies and 
individuals. 

“The —importance..of our. 
program" McGrail said, "is to keep 
teens within their community so 
they can continue with school, jobs, 
after school programs and other 
community activities. We don't 
want their lives to be disrupted 
during this difficult time." 

Teens can be referred to 
Neighbor Network by state 
agencies, neighbors, clergy, 
friends and through self referral. 
This program is not designed for 
teens who are actively suicidal, 
violent, psychotic, or chemically 
dependent. 

Neighbor Network is a program 
of the Woburn Council of Social 
Concern, a private, non-profit, 
multi service agency.There are no 
fees to Neighbor Network teens or. 
host families.

‘Someone call 911'

They stood up one by one. It 
looked like that wave cheer they do 
at all the ball games, Two rows of 
them, I caught the cheer out of the 
comer of my eye. "This is peculiar 
behavior for concert goers," I 
thought. 

But it wasn't a cheer. It was 
alarm. 

Someone shouted, "Is there a 
doctor here?” Someone call 911." I 
didn't think - I just moved. 
Somehow I crossed the laps of five 
people and found myself asking for 
people to stand back. Fortunately, 
several big bruisers had come to 
the rescue and were carrying a 


very large man from his seat to the _ 


aisle. 


I was on him in a split second. 
Someone was checking his pulse 
and beginning cardiac compres- 
sions. I began mouth-to- mouth 
ventilations, We got him back. 

"Watch him, watch him, He'll go 
again,” I knew that the advice was 
sound - my memory racing back to 
resuscitations in the past. He did 
"go again." This time I was on 
compressions. Someone else was 
ventilating him. When I looked up, 
the paramedics were racing toward 
us, 

I was replaced by another and fell 
back to allow that rescuer into the 
narrow aisle. An arm caught me. It 
was then that I started shaking. A 


Police officer sat me down for my 
name and address. As I answered 
his questions, I made the transition 
from CPR rescuer to bystander and 
observer. I noted with awe the 
adept handling of this situation by 
these paramedics. 

With great relief, I watched the 
paramedics carry our patient off 
ona stretcher. He was breathing on 
his own and his heart beat had 
resumed. He was conscious. As his 
wife passed me in the aisle, I 
reached out to her and gave her 
arm a squeeze, 

The importance of proficiency in 
CPR was never more dear to me 
than it was that evening. The

New tipup design just might fly 


by Bill Conlon 

Ice fishing tackle hasn't changed 
much in the last century or so. The 
tipups you use today are virtually 
unchanged from the traps that your 
grandded used, back in those fabled 
days when the ice was 10 feet thick, 
winter lasted eight months, and the 
fish were the size of submarines. 

But there is a new tipup design on 
the block, and this one may fly. 

Invented by Joe Post of Billerica, 
the new Advanced Pop Up tipup has 
went on sale at Bob's Bait & Tackle 
in N. Chelmsford on Saturday, and 
they're selling. This scribe first saw 
the device Sunday, on Crystal Lake 
in N. Chelmsford, and it's neat! 

Unlike traditional tipups, which 
rely on a mechanical trigger and a 
spring-mounted flag, the new tipup 
has no moving parts, except for the 
spool of line. Seasoned ice angler 
Gordie Lutz of Tewksbury, who 
was using one, called the invention 
“absolutely wind-proof and freeze- 
proof." Those are big benefits. 

A conventional tipup, for those of 
you don't enjoy sub-zero weather, 
uses a mechanical trigger. When a 
fish tugs on the line and turns the 
spool, a peg mounted on the side of 
the spool pushes a bar, which sets 
off the flag above. A pair of cross 
sticks keeps the tipup from falling 
into the water. Standard stuff, 

On’a windy day, some tipups may 
trigger by accident, if a stiff wind 
rattles the flag. "Wind flags" can be 
a real pain. 

Some cheap tipups may freeze in 
bitterly cold weather, making them 
utterly useless. If the trigger mech- 
anism freezes, you can't tell if you 
geta bite. I once owned a few of the 
cheap traps, long ago, but all have 
since been used for spare parts. 

The new Pop-Up is different, in a 
number of ways. 

The main portion of the device is 
a plasti¢ tube, -full-of windshield 
washer fluid. A standard spool of 
line is mounted at the bottom of the 
tube, below ice level, witha magnet 
on the side of the spool iristead of a 
peg. A plastic cross-bar acts as the 
ice support, 

Inside the tube is a blaze orange 
float, held down by the magnet on 
the spool. When a fish hits and the 
spool turns, the magnet's grip on 
the float is broken, and the float 
slides to the top of the tube. Clever! 

When the tipup is "cocked," the 
orange float is below the ice level, 
and there is no orange to be seen, 
When sprung, the brilliant orange 
marker is easy to see, under normal 
circumstances, (Take note) 

So, when fishing, you see plastic 
tubes sticking out of the ice. And 
instead of looking for a raised flag, 
you're scanning for a tube with a 
blazing orange top. 

Pretty clever, really. Gordie said 
the new Pop-Ups have served him 
well, but noted a few minor gripes. 


First, he said, the float is a mite 
slow in rising. A fish might rip off 
30 feet of line before the float hits 
the top of the tube. Joe Post said he 
is working to improve that, with a

longer, faster float, and by filling 
the tube with a better liquid than 
windshield washer fluid. 

Another gripe is that the whole 
tipup must be inverted to slide the 
float to the bottom of the tube, to be 
reset. Minor complaint, really. 

A question that came to my mind 
is that the tube doesn't change its 
overall appearance when a fish is 
on the line, only the color of its top. 
Ona cloudy day, with tipups near, 
that isn't a problem, 

But on a bright, sunny day, with a 
tipup planted in the glare coming 
off the ice, a standard tipup looks 
like a stick, but then changes into a 
dotted "i" if the flag goes up. I often 
use black tipup flags instead of red 
or blaze orange, because the dotted 
"i" is more distinctive with black 
against a white or sun glare back- 
‘ground:-Noting-the.color change at 
the top of the tube, at a distance, in 
the glare, might be a trick. Losing 
sight of the clear tube in the glare 
might also be a gripe. 


This past weekend, when I saw a 
Pop-Up tipup for the first time, it 
was overcast. I'd like to see one ina 
blinding glare before I give it my 
full kiss of approval, but that may 
have to wait until next ice Ne 

Joe Post has filed for full patents 
on the Advanced Pop-Up, and put a 
few of them up for sale at local bait 
shops, for $15 each. 

Joe said L.L. Bean has expressed 
an interest in his new tipup, but the 
firm places their orders in June or 
July for the fall season. Joe said he 
is hustling to make final design 


Post hopes to have his invention in

How to help children: 
enjoy studying more 


For children to want to put time 
and effort into studying or working 
hard, they have to believe that the 
hours spent studying or the amount 
of work they do will make the dif- 
ference between success and fail- 
ure. Many students tend to ignore 
their own responsibility for their 
successes for failures, 

How can you help your children 
want to study more? According to 
Dr. Raymond Huntington founder 
and President of The Huntington 
Learning Centers, “You can help 
them accept the fact that the 
amount of effort they exert deter- 
mines whether they succeed or fail 
in school. And the next time your 
children bring home written com- 
ments or report cards, ask them 
why they succeeded or failed.

He noted that many organiza- 
tions such as the Red Cross, Family 
Service Organizations and others 
‘ stand ready to help people during 
the traumatic times. But Goldfarb 
explained that “90 percent of the 
time the need is not traumatic. 

“This situation has required 
reservists to leave jobs, leaving 
families in need of money.” 

Couture said “Federal family 
assistance units (set up on each mil- 
itary and naval installation) all play 
a’ part with emergency funding 
through loans,” 

Goldfarb said that the USO is 
hoping to provide emergency fund- 
ing through gifts. 

He added that this would be a 
continuation of the 50-years of ser- 
vice the USO has given as a feder- 
ally recognized “safety net” to the 
armed forces. 

“‘Operation Family Relief’ will 
provide a gift of cash with the 
amount dependent on the monies 
collected,” Goldfarb said. 

Noting that the fund will be to 
provide the family with “basic 
human services,” Goldfarb said that 


a validation process for those needs 
will be established. 

The family requiring the gift 
must fill out an application and 
receive the endorsement of a mili- 
tary affiliated person such as a 
chaplain, base or unit commander. 

Goldfarb said that once the 
needs were identified the USO 
started casting about for ways to 
raise the monies, 

During a meeting with the 
Massachusetts Bay Council of the 
Navy League, the idea of a lapel 
pin with a red, white and blue color 
scheme was conceived. 

Goldfarb said that once the idea 
was established state Rep. Frank 
Woodward (D-Walpole) came for- 
ward with 65,000 of the flag on 
yellow ribbon pins. 

According to Goldfarb, the pins 
had been made for distribution to 
the fans attending the National 
Football League’s Super Bowl. 
However, security precautions 
made the distribution impossible,

Well, frivolous as it may seem, 
it’s a question worth asking your- 
self when you've got a spare 
moment or two between appoint- 
ments, business meetings, scalp 
massages, skin toning, diet sup- 
port gatherings, etc., etc.

As for “A Little Help From My 
Friends,” how many times would 
you want to get high with a little 
help from anyone? Friends and/or 
Strangers. Just stop and consider 
Janice Joplin, Jimi Hendrix, Jim 
Morrison, Keith Moon and hun- 
dreds (if not thousands) of other 
rock stars who got high with a lit- 
tle help from just about anybody 
they could find who just happened 
to have’“the stuff.” Where are 
they now? Rock ‘n roll heaven?, 
And yes, they do have “one hell 
of a band.” 

Now, before you make this 
fateful decision, take note of the 
fact that you have to be especially 
careful that the album you select 
is one you can live with for rest of 
your life. If you don’t, you could 
end up with “The Greatest Hits of 
Slim Whitman,” “Beethoven’s

Disney cartoon movie. And you 
certainly wouldn’t want to hear 
“M-i-c-k-e-y M-o-u-s-e” hour 
after hour, day after day, week 
after week, month after month, 
year after year ... would you? 

. And one more thing, don’t 
make this decision while you're 
sitting in front of the television 
when one of those 800 numbers 
flashes on. You may, out of habit, 
reach for any piece of plastic you 
can find in the house, and buy 
whatever the record happens to be 
imply-because you-don’t like 
crowded shopping malls. 

Don’t despair, however, 
because help (and I don’t mean 
the soundtrack from the movie by 
The Beatles) is on its way. After 
all, a music critic/journalist (who 
dabbles in pseudo-psychology) is 
highly qualified to assist you in 
this all-important task; as is just 
about anybody else walking, 
slinking or crawling all over this 
planet. 

But I digress, Let’s get down 
and dirty (but only figuratively 
speaking) and let’s sort through 
almost four decades worth of rock

And would you want your own 
personal copy of Bill’s “Greatest 
Hits” (and some of them really 
are)? Or, are you one of those 
New Age or New Wave or 
Nouveau Chic people who only 
listen to one of those weird groups 
who create music that sounds like 
an electrical short circuit clearing 
its throat? 

Personally, I'd be hard pressed. 
Naturally my first choice would 
be a Dylan album. Maybe 
“Blonde on Blonde” (it’s a two 
record set). But what about 
“Blood on the Tracks?” I could 
listen to it for hours (and probably 
have on occasion). And what 
about early Dylan when it was 
just the man, his music, his guitar 
and his harmonica? 

See, this isn’t so simple after 
all. You may have to give the mat- 
ter some thought. Of course, a 
true Deadhead wouldn’t have to 
think. He or she would close his 
or her eyes and just pick blindly

“T’ll never forget that moment,” 
Bill said. "I sat on that edge, and 
felt as though my life was finished. 
I'd had a serious motorcycle acci- 
dent while on duty, an accident that 
nearly killed me and forced me into 
early retirement. After eleven years 
of marriage, I’dlost-my-wife-to 
cancer. Following another long- 
term relationship, which ended 
abruptly, I felt I had nothing to live 
for. 

“T wanted to fall backwards, off 
the railing, into the night. As I fell, 
1-was going to put the gun to my 
head and pull the trigger. But some- 
thing wouldn’t let me do it. I was 
this close to doing it, and I chick- 
ened out. My whole life was pass- 
ing in front of my eyes, and as 
depressed as I was, I just didn’t 
have it in me to go through with it.” 

For Bill, life began when, after 
years of working at the GE plant in 
Lynn and waiting, he was finally 
appointed to a local police depart- 
ment. “I had always wanted to be a 
cop,” he recalled. “All through the 
years as a tough kid growing up on 
the streets of Medford in the ‘50’s 
and then all through my years in 
the military. All I could think about 
was becoming a cop.” 

His dream finally came true 
when he was appointed to a local 
police department. He had already 
fulfilled another dream in his life. 
Bill explained: 

“I had married a childhood 
sweetheart, and we started a family. 
After my appointment to the 
department, I felt I had achieved 
everything 1’d wanted in life. It 
could not have been happier.” 

Then tragedy struck Bill 
Lampert’s utopia: His wife, Linda, 
became seriously ill. “She devel- 
oped cancer,” he remembered. “It 
spread rapidly, and before | knew 
it, she was gone. I was shattered. | 
didn’t think I’d ever get over her.” 

Bill went through a long griev- 
ing process, which he attempted to 
process his way through by devot- 
ing as much energy as possible into 
his police work. 


“All I wanted to do was think 
about being a cop,” he said. “Ie 
helped me to get over Linda’s 
death. It also kept me from thinking 
about the loneliness that was slow- 
ly creeping into my life.” , 

Bill recalled that that ‘loneliness 
was beginning to overwhelm his 
life, “I didn’t think I could handle it 
anymore, then suddenly Barbara 
came into my life. Just when I 
didn’t think I'd ever love some- 
body. again, someone came into my 

life and saved me from all that 

Bill continued his career as @ 
local police officer, and at the same 
time, he began a long-term rela- 
tionship with Barbara, “When Ttell

you Barbara saved my life, I mean 
she saved my life,” Bill indicated, 
“She took me away from the nar- 
row world I’d built for myself, and 
introduced me to a world I never 
knew existed. Suddenly, I found 
myself doing things, Such as 
attending Boston Pops concerts and 
taking carly moming walks along 
the North Shore. I discovered a 
feeling of peace inside myself that | 
thought never existed. I was finally 
happy again.” S 

‘That new-found happiness also 
provided Bill with enough energy 
to move up in his police career. “I 
applied for, and eventually got, an 
appointment to the capitol police,” 
he said. “I went from driving a 
cruiser around local streets to 
working every day inside the state 
house. Each morning I grected ‘the 
governor and his wife, and I 
became friends with many of the 
state’s lawmakers, It was exciting, 
different.” 

Bill's relationship with Barbara 
continued to move along smoothly, 
too. “I-got so much from our rela- 
tionship,” he said. “Every moming, 
I left the house feeling great, my 
uniform crisp and my boots shin- 
ing. My hat was tipped perfectly, 
and I felt so proud to be a cop. I felt 
as though the high I was riding on 
would never end.” 

Bill had good reason to feel that 
way: He worked his way up to the 
rank of sergeant, and along with 
that came another exciting opportu- 
nity. 

“I was asked if I wanted to 
transfer to duty as a motorcycle 
officer,” he said. “At the time, there 
was only one motorcycle officer in 
the capitol police, and I was thrilled 
to get the chance to be that officer. 
My bike was a fully dressed 
Harley-Davidson. I can’t tell you 
how exciting it was to ride around 
the streets around the capitol on 
that motorcycle. It was the most 
exciting duty I'd ever pulled as a 
police officer.” 

Bill continued to ride the emo- 
tional high that came with the 
responsibility of being a motorcy- 
cle officer on the capitol police. 
Continued along, until he came 
crashing down with the news from 
Barbara that she was leaving him. 

“That was when I began to feel 
my life really fall apart,” Bill 
recalled. “I couldn’t believe it. 
Barbara and I had been together for 
years. She had become the love of 
my life. I never thought we'd break 
up. Then one day she told me she 
didn’t love me anymore, and that 
she was leaving me.” 

Bill was devastated by the news, 
and following her departure from 
their apartment, Bill began a two- 
year tailspin, a downward tum that 
led to a serious problem with alco- 
hol abuse. 

“I found myself drinking heavi- 
ly,” he said. “I never missed work, 
but whenever I wasn’t working, I 


was drinking. All I wanted to do 
was drink to get drunk and forget 
Barbara.” 


Two years have passed since 
Barbara left Bill, and he still thinks 
of her as the great love of his life. 
Sadly, he still wrestles with alcohol 
abuse. “I wish I could say that I’ve 
given it up for good, but I can’t. 
‘That’s why I try to stick with these 
Stress meetings. Occasionally, I 
attend an AA meeting. Once in 
awhile, I actually give up drinking 
altogether for a long period of time. 
But I always go back. I don’t think 
I'll have a problem handling it, 
then I tind myself doing crazy 
things, things I frequently forget 
because of blackouts. That’s when I 
realize that I do have a problem. 
Eventually, though, I’m going to 
lick it. I certainly have enough time 
on my hands now.”

FM TALK: Our gallivanting- 


around correspondent is on vaca- 
tion this week. Until his return, 
another edition of off-beat tidbits 
on American history to keep you 
readers busy: 

Herbert Hoover attended 
Stanford University. While a stu- 
dent there, he became known for 
his stand against fratemities, which 
he opposed because he believed 
they were elitist. Ironically, he 
founded his own fraternity, which 
he named the Barbarians, and ulti- 
mately it also became an elitist 
group. 

Herbert Hoover’s inauguration 
took place in 1929. Chief Justice 
William Howard Taft was in charge 
of the swearing-in ceremony, dur- 
ing which the Chief Justice made 
an error that caused quite a stir 
among the spectators. Taft was sup- 
posed to ask Hoover to “preserve, 
protect, and defend the Constitution 
of the United States.” Instead, he 
asked Hoover to “preserve, main- 
tain, and protect the Constitution of 
the United Stat 

One of the fitst requests made 
by Hoover as ident was to have 
a telephone installed in his office. 
Hoover wanted a phone on his 
desk, not located in an adjoining 
room, which was where previous 
presidents had kept it. 

Hoover received an engineering 
degree from Stanford. Upon gradu- 
ation, he landed a job in his field. 
Among his tasks as an engineer: 
translating a sixteenth-century book 
on mining written in Latin. 

One of the famous stories to 
come out of the Herbert Hoover era 
involved NBC’s Harry Von Zell. 
During an interview with the presi- 
dent, Von Zell referred to Hoover 
as “the President of the United 
States, Hoobert Hever.” 

Hoover was remembered by 
White House Servants as one of the 
strictest presidents to ever give 
orders. The first and foremost one 
was to not be seen by the president 
and the first lady. Whenever the 
servants heard the president or the 
first lady coming, they immediately 


ducked out of sight by hiding in 
nearby closets. 

There is an old saying during 
presidential elections: “As Maine 
goes, so goes the nation.” In 
September, 1932, during the presi- 
dential election, Hoover was 
informed by his aides that Maine 
had gone Democratic. Hoover 
responded by instructing his aides” 
to learn if there was any truth to 
that old saying. 

In “Washington Tapestry,” 
author Olive Clapper reveals one of 
the most ridiculous ironies to come 
out of the 1928 presidential elec- 
tidn, Then the Republican slogan 
was “A chicken in every pot and 
two cars in every garage.” Several 
years later, the nation was in the 
midst of its worst depression ever, 
and the reporter who had coined 
that Republican slogan was out of a 
job and coerced to beg on the 
sureets in order to feed his wife and 
children. 

Anne Lyon Haight, in her book 
“Banned Books,” writes about the 
banning of a Mickey Mouse car- 
toon in 1932, That's right. A 
Mickey Mouse cartoon. The con- 
troversy stemmed from the book, 
“Three Weeks,” by Elinor Glyn, 
which was the story of a young 
Englishman’s affair with a Russian 
queen, The book had been banned 
in Boston in 1908 for being too 
obscene. Somehow, the book, 
“Three Weeks,” appeared in a 1932 
Mickey Mouse cartoon - the 
famous Disney character is shown 
reading the banned book. The car- 
toon outraged moralists, and as a 
result, it also was banned. 

During Franklin Roosevelt's 
term in the White House, he and 
his wife, Eleanor, became known 
for their own quirk. The president 
always slept with a gun beneath his 
pillow, and the first lady never 
went anywhere without one con- 
cealed in her pocketbook. Eleanor 
even insisted that a pistol be kept in 
the glove compartment of their car 
at all times. White House servants 
came to knickname the guns as 
“his” and “hers.” 


President Roosevelt was con- 
fined to a wheelchair. Because of 
this, he developed a fear of fire. 
FDR would never remain alone in a 
room with a fire buming in the fire- 
place, fearing he would be unable 
to escape, if the room were to catch 
fire. 

One of the funniest stories to 
come out of the Roosevelt days in 
the White House involved the wife 
of a foreign diplomat. During a 
state dinner, the woman 
approached the president to shake 
his hand. As she did so, a most 
embarrassing thing occurred: the 
foreign diplomat’s wife lost her 
panties! 

According to Joseph Kane, who 
wrote “Facts about the President”. 
genealogists traced FDR’s lineage 
back to eleven presidents. They 
were George Washington, John 
Adams, James Madison, John 
Quincy Adams, Martin Van Buren, 
William Henry Harrison, Zachary 
Taylor, U.S. Grant, Benjamin 
Harrison, Theodore Roosevelt and 
William Howard Taft.
